Funeral of Some of the Victims 
of the Disaster. 


CONDITION OF THE WOUNDED. 


Remains of the Unknown Unfortunate 
Identified. 


CORONER’S INVESTIGATION RESUMED. 


Testimony of the Engineer of the Ill-fated 
Train.

S a n ta Cruz, May 25th.—The flags on mu­ 
nicipal and private buildings still fly at half­ 
mast in mournful commemoration of Sunday’s 
horrible accident. 
The funeral of some of the victims took 
place this morning at 10 o’clock, and as the 
hour approached the stores were closed, blinds 
were drawn and the town assumed an air of 
sadness. Funeral services wore held over the 
bodies of Win. Gastello, Jeremiah Darcy, 
Frank llutler and Mrs. C. S. Hnssey. Clay 
F. Merrill was buried at Sequel. 
The wounded are generally getting on re­ 
markably well. A cool and pleasant breeze 
blows up from the seaside, keeping the air in 
the rooms of the sick pure and agreeable. 
An inspection made this morning of all the 
wounded found them cheery, and happy that 
their wounds were not more severe. There 
are only two men who are very seriously 
hurt. One is Anson Rohde, a young German 
from San Francisco. He has severe internal 
injuries, and his lower limbs are partially 
paralyzed. An occasional expectoration of 
blood shows that the lungs are involved. It 
cannot now he told whether he will live or 
not. George Post, of Santa Cruz, sustained 
frightful injuries, but he is better this 
morning than he has been, and strong hopes 
are entertained of his recovery. 
Henry 
Rose, of San Francisco, may possibly not re­ 
cover. Herman Reipon, the San Francisco 
brewer, and A. Caraellade have severe but 
not necessarily fatal injuries. 
The deaths now number in all sixteen. 
The total number of wounded will probably 
never be ascertained with certainty. It is 
known that there were thirty-eight wounded 
besides those who went on the train to tjan 
Francisco the afternoon of the accident. 
The Coroner’s jury met this morning, hut 
adjourned to 3 P. jr. to attend the funerals of 
the dead. The testimony of conductor Bones 
and brakeinan McLean will be taken this 
afternoon by their bedsides. The jury will 
probably complete their work to night. At 
the inquest two attorneys of the railroad 
Company and the District Attorney attend 
and question witnesses—a novel proceeding 
at an inquest. 
At the funeral of Frank Butler, a young 
man of this city aged about 18, the hearse 
was preceded by thirty of his comrades, 
marching in procession, and forty-four 
vehicles followed the remains to their last 
resting place. 
Brakeman Mcl/can told your correspond­ 
ent this morning that lie was on the forward 
part of the train attending to his duties at 
the time of the accident. 
The scene was examined and surveyed by 
officers of the road this morning. They give, 
as the result of their examination, that the 
curvature of the track where the car jumped 
was IF 30'. It was originally a 13" curve, 
but the heat from the sun by expansion in­ 
creased it. The railroad people promulgate 
an idea that the expansion may have moved 
one of the rails from its place, and while the 
engine, from its enormous weight, stuck to the 
track the lighter and top-heavy' cars swung 
from the rails. 
The body which was supposed to be all that 
remained of Frank Herringer has been 
claimed as that of a man named Salinger. 
His body and that of Henry Stahl were sent 
to San Francisco this morning. 
Lewis Falk’s remains were taken to San 
Jose.An autopsy was held on the body of the 
unknown man this morning. The name of 
Hawkins was found written on his shirt. 
Two initials were before the name, the fiist 
of which is illegible. The second is “ W.” 
lie wore sleeve buttons marked “ H.” 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Coroner** Inquest Etrsnnictl—F tirlltcr Tes­ 
tim ony. 
Santa Cruz, May 25th.—The Coroner’s 
inquest was resumed at 3 o'clock this after­ 
noon. 
A passenger’s evidence. 
R. S. Hunt, one of the passengers on the 
first car, testified to the particulars of the 
disaster, as have already been completely re­ 
ported. He said : I saw no brakeman on 
the cars, or any one hold of the brakes; I 
saw the conductor; the train seemed to be 
going pretty fast; some of the soldiers were 
standing at the corner of the car that struck 
the batik ; the car struck a few seconds after 
the whistle blew : the et gine was going with 
the tender in front; a number of the mem­ 
bers of the militia company were sitting on 
the railing and standing on the side of the 
car toward tiie bank. 
TESTIMONY OP T11E ENGINEER. 
Th engineer of the train, R. J. Biliott, next 
testified. 
His testimony agrees with the 
statements made to your reporter. He said : 
I never ran an engine over that section be­ 
fore, but have probably walked over it fifty 
times ; I am not the regular engineer of the 
train on which thi i accident took place ; 1 
only ran it for the day ; I have acted in the 
engineer’s department of the railroad nearly 
two yeart-; I was given engine No. 3 on ths 
13th of last month ; the cars were as heavily 
loaded as they could stand; the schedule 
time between Big Trees and Santa Cruz was 
twenty minutes, making the speed at fifteen 
miles an hour; I blew a prolonged whistle 
before we arrived at the tunnel, about 
seventy-five yards from the mouth; after 
emerging the train seemed to give a 
quick start, and I immediately called for 
brakes ; the fireman set the tank brake ; Ido 
not know if any more brakes were set on the 
train; I could Dot see a brakeman on the 
train from the engine ; after passing the road 
crossing a short distance I felt my engine rise 
up on the side toward the river: I immedi­ 
ately reversed my engine, thinking it had 
jumped from the track ; 1 then looked back 
to see how the cars were riding over what I 
thought was a rough place; we ran a very 
short distance when I saw the first and second 
cars careen over toward the bank; the engine 
was fronting north aud backing down ; we 
came to a stop in about twenty-five 
feet ; the conductor has entire control 
of the train, and the engineer acts under his 
instructions ; in regard to speed, at the time 
of the accident the speed did not exceed, in 
my judgment, twenty miles an hour ; the 
conductor gave no Bignal to decrease the 
speed ; I have no control of the train except 
when I think it is goiDg too fast; I whistled 
down brakes ; I gave the signal for brakes 
without a word from the conductor; had 
there been coaches instead of platforms, it is 
my opinion that the cars would have gone off 
the track just the same ; I have been running 
this engine since April 13th, principally on a 
construction train ; I considered that we bad 
the train under full control at the 
time of the accident; after I called for 
breaks I noticed that the train ran 
steadier and the speed did not increase ; the 
car being fastened to the engine over the pilot 
by a bar will allow a greater swing to it than 
ri lt was couPle<i t° the tender; it is not con­ 
sidered as safe to run cars behind a reversed 
engine as it is in the ordinary w*ay, because 
there is no pilot on the tender to throw ob­ 
structions from the track; an engineer is 
usually more cautious in running a reversed 
engine than with the pilot ahead ; it is not 
customary to run the engine backward, but 
having no turn-table at Felton it was neces­ 
sary in this case ; the rocks are as near to 
the track in several places along the road as 
at the site of the accident; reversing the en­ 
gine and throwing the throttle wide open on the 
reverse would not throw a train from the 
track ; I think the engine must have struck 
the angle of which Mr. McPherson testified, 
with such force as to lift it from the rails ; it 
came down square on the track again though; 
no man was put on my engine to show me 
the road; I did not ask Antrim to go with 
me for any especial purpose; I had not 
touched a drop of intoxicating liquor that 
day ; I did not see any signs of liquor on ei­ 
ther the conductor or brakeman ; the passen­ 
gers did not seem to be excited by liqeor ; I 
judge from the effect that the brakes were not 
put on the cars ; after the call for brakes the 
cars seemed to run more steadily: I have 


been an engineer for two years altogether; I 
came to this coast in 1875; I had run a freight 
eugiue and a yard locomotive on the Dun­ 
kirk, Alleghany and Pittsburg road; I have 
a paper from J. 0. Hockett, of that road, 
stating my time of service; I was not em­ 
ployed on this road on the strength of my 
recommendations, but was compelled to ac­ 
cept a menial position and show that I was 
competent before I was given an engine; a 
man named Withers, Samuel Davis, Howard 
Antrim and the fireman, Frank Thompson, 
were on the engine with me. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
W. F. Hunter, a passenger on the middle 
car, gave his story of the accident, of which 
nothing new was elicited. 
After the funeral procession had made tiieir 
sad journey the stores about town were re­ 
opened. and the streets somewhat recovered 
from the appearance of melancholy. 
The body of the man who boTe written on 
his shirt “ A. W. Hawkins” lias been identi­ 
fied as that of Walter Hoyt, and a clerk em­ 
ployed by Davis Bros., of 419 Kearny stfeet, 
San Francisco. 
EVENING SESSION. 
The Coroner’s jury reassembled at 7:30 
o’clock this evening, and Thomas Wright, a 
member of the jury, testified: I am a sur­ 
veyor by profession ; I was at the scene of the 
train accident yesterday, and examined the 
track with a v.ew to ascertain the curvature ; 
I measured the sharpest part of the curve, 
which is just a little behind or further toward 
the tunnel than the place where the cars left 
the track ; the middle ordinate of a fifty foot 
cord was one foot and twenty-five hundredths, 
which is 23 degrees of curvature ; t«-day Mr. 
lleaiy, Mr. Mix and myself went over the 
place again, and run the curve with an in­ 
strument, and measured a 50-foot cord ; Mr. 
Healy took the ordinate iu about the worst 
part of the curve ; lie made it one foot and 
twenty-eight hundredths, which would make 
the curvature about 22 degrees and a half ; 
the cars went off on the light-hand side as 
you come out of the tunnel and approach the 
curve ; there is a length of easy curve, the 
tangent of which I did not measure ; I should 
say it was about 150 feet, but I am not sure ; 
it is a compound curve and difficult to meas­ 
ure ; the curve is short for 100 feet, then 
there are 100 feet of tangent; after that is a 
curve in the other direction ; then comes the 
straight road ; the rails, ties, spiking and 
surfacing were good; the ties slipped about 
three inches at the point where the curve be­ 
gins at the time of the accident ; this eases 
the curve at this point and increases it at the 
apex ; the curve— 
AN INTERRUPTION. 
At this moment the cry of fire was raised 
on the streets and the Coroner, jury and at­ 
torneys hurried out to sec what was the mat­ 
ter.An unsigned map and diagram of the curve 
in the railroad track where Sunday’s accident 
occurred has been filed with the Coroner. By 
it the curve is made out to be about 13 de­ 
grees.

The San .lose Suicide—Supposed Henson- 
for lire Act. 
San J ose, May 25th.—Further particu­ 
lars have now bc-r-n obtained in the case of 
Robert Krc-ig, the Secretary of the San Jose 
Savings Bank, who committed suicid* at the 
residence of hi3 parents, on Locust street, 
Sunday nKht. It appears that about 10 
o’clock on Sunday night a call was made at 
the residence for Bob, and his mother, upon 
going to his room, die overed him hidden 
under the bed, partly disrobed, weltering in 
blood, and with ju-t strength enough to 
sneak. The frightened woman alarmed the 
household, when it was discovered that in- 
had attempted his own life by severing the 
artery iu Iris left arm with a razor, together 
with having swallowed an ounce and a half of 
laudanum, lie had mangled his arm fright­ 
fully, almost severing the hand at the wrist, 
aud again at the elbow and in the upper 
muscles. lie died about half-past 2 yester­ 
day morning. The only words he spoke after 
his discovery were to his mother, whom 
he 
asked to kiss and forgive him, 
ar,d said that he wanted to die. An 
inquest was held this afternoon, when 
it was stated that he had abstracted 
•816,000 from the bank vault, which was dis­ 
covered about a weel; ago. Detectives were 
working up the case, and a day or two ago 
the Cashier informed him that he was si:--- 
peetcd, and asked him if he was guilty, lie 
made no reply, but since tbat time has acted 
strangely. The fact that the money was gone, 
and that he was suspected, caused him to 
commit the rash deed. Among several brief 
letters left behind is one addressed to Mr. 
Cutter, the Cashier, which, though not made 
public, is said to have been a confession of the 
crime, it was evident at the inquest that his 
good name was to he shielded as much as pos­ 
sible from censure, and none of the letters left 
by him were read. They have, according to 
the statement of one witness, been taken 
away by Kreig’s brother-in-law. The de­ 
ceased was one of the most competent mathe­ 
maticians in the StatP, and stood very high in 
the estimation of the community. It is 
known that he has been dealing in stocks, 
and it is supposed met with reverses. One of 
the letters is said to have referred to where 
$5,000 of the stolen money is buried. The 
deceased was 26 years of age. The jury 
found that he died from wounds inflicted and 
laudanum taken by himself with suicidal in­ 
tent.

THE TARIFF BILL. 


Mr. Garfield lias presented a minority 
report upon the tariff bill. 
It is signed 
by himself, Kelly, Conger and Frye, and 
recommends 
the 
adoption 
of Senator 
Eaton’s bill, providing for a Commission 
to revise the tariff, as a substitute for the 
pending tariff bill. 
It is scarcely possible 
to miss the meaning of this report. 
Mr. 
Garfield’s connection with it shows that 
ta main purpose is to postpone action in 
the direction of the remission of onerous 
duties, while the n-mea of Kelly and Con­ 
ger serve to emphasize the Protectionist 
character of the movement. 
It is tolera­ 
bly certain that the kind of Commission 
that Mr. Carfield and his friends would 
favor is one of those peculiar Congressional 
bodies which travel over the country, .sit 
off and on for a year or so, anil then pre­ 
sent a voluminous report composed of a 
great mass of undigested and crude mate­ 
rial, unaccompanied by any recommenda­ 
tions calculated to serve as the. basis for 
intelligent legislation. 
It must, however, 
be recognized that there ¡3 little or no 
hope of getting anything done in 
the 
way ot tariff modification at this session. 
Congress 
is 
so 
absorbed 
in 
Presi­ 
dent-making 
that it canuot 
find time 
for commonplace legislation, and besides, 
both parties are equally afraid of making 
fresh enemies by taking any pronounced 
steps. 
It might seem anything but politic 
to defy the protests and exhibits of the en­ 
tire press of the country regarding the 
tariff upon printing paper, but apparently 
Congress does not care enough for the press 
to desire to have its good w ill; or it is 
making too much out of the pulp business 
referred to by us recently, to be willing to 
forego its perquisites. Whatever the cause 
of its indifference, however, it is eviden 
that it cannot be got to reform the tariff at 
this session, and this being the. outlook it 
might be good policy for the friends of re­ 
vision to accept Mr. Garfield’s suggestion, 
and endeavor to obtain the appointment of 
a Commission. 
For though it is true that 
the latter may do very little good, it is 
also possible, by judicious and persevering 
action, to compel it to show up the abuses 
and iniquities 
of 
the tariff. 
And if 
the 
full 
history 
of that abomination 
.8 once laid before the country faithfully, 
we shall have no fears as to the success of 
tariff revision, despite all that the Protec­ 
tionists can do to prevent remedial legisla­ 
tion. 
If there appeared any prospect of 
passing the bill now picnding we should of 
course prefer that, since it would afford 
immediate relief to several industries which 
have been Eorc bestead, and since it would 
enable the public to realize the advantages 
of free trade on a small scale. 
Failing all 
hope or prospect of that, however, we 
think a Commission should be accepted as 
the next best tiling. 
It is certainly better 
than letting the whole question go by the 
board, and having to begin over again at 
the beginning next session. 


A CURIOUS ASSAULT. 


The telegraph lias informed us that a 
tram load of Irish emigrants, on ( I , . way 
from Kerry to Cork, were furiously at­ 
tacked by live hundred of the S o u th Cork 
militia, and that a free fight ensued in 
which the emigrants were roughly handled: 
but it has not vouchsafed a single word 
concerning the origin of the attack. What 
was the fault of these harmless Kerry emi­ 
grants, in the eyes of the South Cork mili­ 
tia? 
Did the latter resent their emigra­ 
tion as in some way a reflection upon old 
Ireland ? Did they consider that the Kerry 
people were interlopers or trespassers ? 
Or was there gome theological or sectional 
grudge existing, to give impetus to the 
downstroke of the shillalah ? 
Certainly 
the genuine Irish row is a mysterious and 
a wonderful thing. 
It is developed un­ 
der the most incomprehensible circum­ 
stances, and it seems to require no such 
rational beginnings as are needed for seri­ 
ous quarrels elsewhere.

A BAD LOOKOUT. 


As there appears little probability that 
the Coroner’s inquest will develop the 
cause of the late accident on the South 
Pacific Coast Railroad, it is the more nec­ 
essary that the pres3 should analyze the 
circumstances carefully. 
The only good 
that can be extracted from such disasters 
consists in suggestions for improved meth- 
o is hereafter. 
It is of the utmost impor­ 
tance, therefore, that it should bo ascer­ 
tained whether this casualty was due to 
some inherent weakness in the kind of 
railroad on which it occurred, or whether 
it ¡3 attributable to one or more errors of 
carelessness or neglect which might have 
been avoided. 
That there were such er­ 
rors in the case under examination can 
hardly be doubted, though it Í3 not so cer­ 
tain that they would alone have caused 
the accident. 
In the first place it appears 
that the engine wa3 in charge of a man 
wliodiad never been over the road before, 
and who consequently knew nothing of 
its character, and could not, therefore, be 
expected to know what to do at every 
point. 
In fact he so fully recognized ii¡3 
own want of local information that lie 
asked and obtained the assistance of a 
brakemau who was well acquainted with 
the route. 
The removal of this brake- 
man 
from 
the 
train, 
while 
adding 
an 
element 
of 
safety 
to 
the 
guid­ 
ance of the 
engine, 
made 
the train 
short-handed, and probably had something 
to do with the failure to respond to the 
engineer’s sigual, when he whistled brakes 
down. 
In the second place it appears to 
have been the rule to run light engines, 
weighing no more than twelve tons, on the 
road, and in this instance a thirty-ton en­ 
gine had been put on. 
Of course this 
change made a very great difference in the 
momentum of the train on a down-grade, 
and it is quite possible that the rules 
which had always sufficed to hold the 
lighter locomotives well in hand after pass­ 
ing the Summit, may have failed when ap­ 
plied to the heavi' engine. 
The testimony 
appears to warrant the conclusion that the 
train was going much faster than usual, 
and faster than either the engineer or con­ 
ductor desired. 
It is evident that the 
engineer 
found 
the 
train 
getting 
beyond his control when the down grade 
had been 
entered 
upon, and he must 
have 
become 
seriously 
alarmed, 
for 
he reversed the engine as a final expedient, 
at the 
same time calling 
for brakes. 
In the third place it is shown that the 
brakes were of the old-fashioned kind ; no 
air-brakes being on the flat cars. 
Here is 
a clear and an important piece of neg­ 
lect on the part of the company. 
No train 
carrying passengers ought be sent out with­ 
out air-brakes. 
Their use in this case 
would almost certainly have so checked 
the speed of the train as to prevent the ac­ 
cident. 
In sending passengers out without 
those brakes the company is unquestiona­ 
bly to blame. 
In the fourth place it is 
alleged that the flat cars used were rick- 
etty. 
They projected so far over the 
rails on each side as to Lo unstable when 
loaded, and it is suggested that a rush of 
passengers from one side to the other 
caused them to careen so that one was 
lifted off the track, and striking the em­ 
bankment produced the conseqment loss of 
life and mutilation. 


It is evident that if this statement re­ 
garding the instability of the cars is cor­ 
rect they could not have been safe. 
A 
railroad car ought not to be merely bal­ 
anced, and to be capable of being thrown 
out of balance like a boat, by the shifting 
of its cargo. 
It ought to run steadily and 
evenly, setting squarely upon its trucks. 
If these cars were thus unstable, however, 
the prime cause of their instability will be 
found in the narrowness of the gauge. The 
condition of safety in a narrow gauge is 
necessarily observance of due proportion 
between the track and the cars. The latter 
must be narrower than broad-gauge cars, 
or they will he less safe. 
Any attempt to 
put broad-gauge cars upon a narrow-gauge 
track must endanger the traveling public, 
and in this case something of the kind 
appears to have been done. 
Flat cars 
adapted to 
the gauge ought 
not 
to 
have been any less stable than are broad- 
j gauge flat-cars. 
The latter do not tip up, 
i nor could they be upset as those of the 
Coast Road are said to have been. 
This 
point should be fully investigated, because 


j it may turn out that the company, in 
order to accommodate more traffic, has 
infringed the limits of proportion, and 
consequently of safety, in building their 
cars. 
The company itself has thus far 
refused to help the inquiry by suggesting 
any solution of the accident, and therefore 
it cannot complain if erroneous theories 
gain acceptance. 
The rate at which the 
train was going, though apparently much 
greater than the usual speed, does not 
seem to have been icaily fast. 
It was 
probably at no time more than thirty miles 
an hour. Now a train can be run on a broad- 
gauge railroad at that speed, around sharp 
curves, without special danger, and the 
inquiry inevitably suggests itself whether 
what is safe on the broad-gauge is unsafe, on 
the narrow-gauge. 
We think that there is 
such a difference between the two gauges, 
and that the question of gauge lad very 
much to do with the disaster. 
This, how­ 
ever, is a matter which cannot be deter­ 
mined by theorizing upon it. 
It ought to 
be inquired into scientifically and soberly, 
so that the public may know precisely 
what risks they are called upon to en­ 
counter in traveling. 
As regards the air­ 
brakes, and the employment of an engineer 
who did not know the road, there can, 
however, be no doubt as to the culpability 
of the management. 
The latter had no 
right to leave anything to chance where the 
safety of human life was concerned, and 
that it did so is greatly to its discredit. 


Pures. 
If Logan can secure the admission ; 
of the bolting and spurieus Louisiana dele­ 
gation at Chicago, we shall be willing to 
admit that nothing can prevent the nomi­ 
nation of Grant by that body. 
This, how­ 
ever, is by no means a foregone conclusion, 
for it has yet to be proved whether Logan’s 
own bolters will make gocd their creden­ 
tials there. 
The resort to these dishonest 
methods, however, shows the despera­ 
tion and recklessness of the machine man­ 
agers, and canuot but increase the appre­ 
hensions which ail sober-mimled must feel 
as to the effect upon the party of a nomi­ 
nation secured in so tricky and unpopular 
a way. 
It is not thus that the advent of a 
“ people’s choice” should be heralded.

IMPORTANT INQUIRY. 


Representative Davis has introduced a 
resolution directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to report to the House ‘1 what 
“ causes, if any, are tending to diminish 
“ the tidal area of the bay of San Fran­ 
c is c o , aud what action, if any, has been 
“ taken by the Government of the United 
“ States, of the State of California, or by 
“ corporations or individuals, which will 
“ tend to lessen the tidal scour on the bar 
“ of San Francisco, and thereby decrease 
“ the depth of water on said bar, and 
“ diminish the value of San Francisco as a 
“ commercial harbor.” 
This inquiry, of 
course, opens up the whole question of the 
action of debris from the mines upon 
the harbor, and at the fame time makes an 
opening for the examination of various 
local problems which have hitherto been 
discussed without much scientific data to 
go upon. 
It would be 
impossible to 
answer the questions here put without an 
exhaustive examination of the debris ques­ 
tion, in the first place, and though it is 
true that Congress has before it sufficient 
facts in that connection to justify action, 
it 
is reasonable to suppose 
that 
the 
demonstration of serious danger to the 
harbor of San Francisco is more likely to 
procure such action than any other argu­ 
ment which can be used.

Imports of treasure from Mexico by the 
steamer yesterday were §147,500.

their representatives a mockery and a farce ; we 
protest against il because it is contrary to the prac­ 
tice of tiie Republican party of Colorado and the 
country, because it is unfair and tyrannical, and 
hcr.ee unrepubiic&n in its spirit.

by 10 degrees that experienced by explo­ 
rers in high Arctic regions.

the region of the highest barometric press­ 
ure known in winter ; and from it, doubt­ 
less, proceed the waves of intense cold 
which play so large a part in our winter 
experience.—[[Scientific Canadian.

The old frame building at southeast corner 
of Twelfth and K streets, formerly occupied 
as a blacksmith’s shop, has been torn down 
to give place to new improvements. 
Martin Rancich, an «ilil pioneer in this 
city, and who went to Austria in 1875, died 
at Lussiog-grande, Austria, on April 25th, in 
the 03d year of his age. 
The case of Jack Dowd, w hich has already 
gained som e notoriety, will come before the 
Police Court a t 10 A. M. this m orning. 
Thomas May’s truck horse was severely in­ 
jured yesterday at the wharf by running a 
large spike into its foot. 
The water in the river receded three inches 
yesterday, aud stood at 22 feet 10 inches last 
evening. 
The Tehama county case is still on trial in 
the Superior Court before Judge Denson. 
Tyi.eu’s P ed ro B ill N eeded.—There is 
one McGregor who just now enjoys the dis­ 
tinction of being “ wanted” for some little 
indiscretions in the line of burglary both at 
San Francisco and in this city. Day before 
yi sterday the police here were notified that 
lie was in hand at Rocklin, and Local Officer j 
Coffee went up to bring him down. He liad ¡ 
to wait three or four hours for No. 8, which 
did not come this way until about 11 p. M , 
and parties from Rocklin tell the sequel in 
this way : The time to wait being tedious, 
Deputy Constable Steve Clough, who had 
made the arrest, and the Sacramento officer 
arranged and enteied into a game of pool 
just to pass away time and see who should 
pay for the slack of thirst, while the prisoner 
was allowed to play wall-flower in a hand­ 
cuffed condition, which it is said he did, 
greatly to the peace and satisfaction of his 
custodians, and kindly abstaining from inter­ 
fering with the attraction to the little game. 
Now when the time came to take the smile, 
they walked quietly up to the counter and 
quenched their fevered thirst without invit­ 
ing the prisoner to participate, at which cool 
treatment he took exceptions, and wiiile the 
officers were “ smiling" and reviewing 
detective exploits, their man asserted bis 
disapprobation of their treatment by getting 
up unostentatiously and walking out of the 
room, unnoticed by any one. Upon leisurely 
turning scon after to keep their eyes on their 
man, to their utter surprise he was gone, and 
those two officers are said to have made the 
night extremely lively in search, but without 
avail, and the local returned open-handed. 
Coffee says lie was not in charge of him 
at all, but had left him in the hands 
of Clough and another man, and that 
he was out doors after another escape. 
Last evening a telegram from Wheatland, 
which will be found in the coast news of this 
morning, announced that a man by the name 
of Frazer was found walking the railroad 
track at that place handcuffed, etc., and this 
morning local officer Coffee will go up to s»e 
it it is his man, which r.o doubt will prove to 
be the case, and lie will have an opportunity 
to give his own version of that little matter 
up there that lias got so badly mixed up and 
misunderstood. 
¡street R ailw ay to E a st P a rk .—The 
question of the H-street. railway from Twen­ 
tieth to Thirty-first street is again brought 
iuto consideration by a proposition on the 
part of the Directors of the East Park Asso­ 
ciation to close the Park to the public, which, 
at a meeting held night before last, it re­ 
solved to do unless the line of street railway 
was relaid out to it. The railway company 
cannot be compelled to relay it, as it con­ 
tinued the road as long as required by agree­ 
ment at the time it was built, but would, it is 
understood, be willing to rebuild and operate 
it to the Park if it was permitted to abandon 
the line on O street from Tenth to Third and 
thence to K street. The question of aban­ 
donment may not finally hiuge upon this 
proposition, however, as it is claimed the 
operating of the O-street line v.-est of Tenth 
street involves a loss of about §3,000 per an­ 
num, while that of the upper portion of the 
road—from Twentieth to Tenth, and thence 
to K by way of Tenth street—will give a 
profit of about §5,000. By this it will be 
seen that if the company continues to oper­ 
ate both portions of the O-street line it will 
sink, independent of the ean.ings of the II- 
street line, about $2.000 per year, and as a 
financial proposition it can tetter afford to 
abandon the whole O-street charter (as legally 
it would have to if it abandoned any of it) 
than to continue to run the entire length as it 
does now. 
A Toothsom e Item .—Some one in Solano 
county, who feared or forgot to sign his name 
to his letter, sends the R ecord-U niox a note 
stating that on May 10th a male child was 
born in that county weighing sixteen poimds, 
having a full set of teeth, long hair, and one 
black and one blue eye.

Next Tuesday the United States Govern, 
ment begins to count the noses of the people. 
It enters upon the work of compiling 
the tenth census of the country, under 
the 
Acts of March 3, 1879, and April 
20, 
1880. The Enumerators meet next 
Monday, and begin work the next morn­ 
ing. Sacramento City ha3 been divided into 
fourteen Enumerator districts. The First 
Ward has three districts, the Second ward 
three, and each of the other Wards four. 
The Enumerators are now being sworn in 
and instructed. There are fourteen of these 
Enumerators in ail for this city. They will 
receive pay for their work as follows: 
The Enumerators receive for the name of 
each living inhabitant, 3 cents ; for eachfaim 
returned, 20 cents ; fur each establishment of 
productive industry returned on general 
manufacturing schedule, 15 cents; same on 
special manufacturing schedules, 25 cents; 
for each death reported, 5 cents ; for each 
person enumerated 011 the supplementary 
schedules relating to the dependent, defective ’ 
and delinquent classes (deaf and dumb, blind, 
insane, idiotic, criminals, paupers and chil­ 
dren in institutions), 5 cents ; for making 
lists of names, with age, sex and color, of all 
persons enumerated, for each 100 names, 10 
cents ; for two days’ attendance at the Court­ 
house to correct schedules, per day, §2 50. 
The compensation to any Enumerator east of 
the 100th meridian is not to exceed 011 an 
average of $4 per day for ten hours, aud west 
of it not to exceed §C. 
Each Enumerator must visit each dwelling 
in his district personally, and every family 
therein, and all persons occupying lofts in 
buildings, warehouses, factories, stables, etc., 
or living in solitary cabins, huts or tents, 
sleeping on boats or barges, or locked up iu 
prison. 
Every person is bound to answer the ques­ 
tions of the Enumerators to the best of his or 
her knowledge, and if lie or she refuses, to. 
the bastile they go if they can’t, or must pay 
§100. 
The Census Commissioner thinks there will 
be little trouble in this respect, however, and 
says no people in the world are so favorably 
disposed towards the work of the Census 
Marshals as the people of the United States. 
The ladies may as well make up their 
minds to give up their claim of right to se­ 
crecy as regards age, for each Enumerator is 
instructed to get the ages at all hazards, even 
to the fractional part of a month, and they 
will draw them out if fill the family Bibles 
in every district have to be overhauled, and 
all the jealous people in the county have to 
be interviewed. 
The Enumerator is instructed that he is 
under no obligation to give every man’s oc­ 
cupation just as lie expresses it. If he can­ 
not tell intelligibly what he is, “ the Enu­ 
merator is to find out what lie does, anil 
characterize his profession accordingly.” No 
man is to be called a “ commissioner, a col 
lector, agent, artist, overseer, professor, 
treasurer, contractor or speculator.” 
No 
man is to be described as a mechanic, but the 
branch of labor followed must be given. 
Hatters, glovers, furriers, etc., are not to 
be taken to include those who deal in hats, 
gloves and furs, but those only who make 
them up ; and this applies to all other voca­ 
tions. 
Every Enumerator has to report to the Su­ 
pervisor of his district and to the Cen us Su­ 
perintendent at Washington daily, by postal 
card blanks furnished, the number of persons 
enumerated by him each day. 
There are five blanks for Enumerators. 
Schedule No. 1 is for population alone, and 
the questions to be asked aud answers written 
relate to the n lines of streets, number of the 
dwelling-house, number in order of visita­ 
tion, name of each person in the house on 
June 1, 1880 ; the color, white, black, mu­ 
latto, Chinaman or Indiau ; age on last birth­ 
day, and if in mouths, the fractious of the 
year, if born within the year ; relationship 
of each person in the house to the head of 
the family ; whether wife, son. daughter, 
servaut or boarder ; whether single, married, 
widowed or divorced ; occupation or trade of 
each person ; male or female ; number of 
months each person has been employed from 
.Tune 1, 1879, to June 1. 1880; if persons are 
sick, whether temporary, blind, deaf, idiot, 
insane, married, crippled or bed-ridden; 
what caused the sickness, and where the ill­ 
nesS or disability was contracted ; whether 
the per on can read or write; place of birth, 
what State or Territory or foreign country, 
with place of birth of both father and 
mother. 
Schedule No. 2 is marked agriculture, and 
relates to a farm, the number of persons who 
conduct it: the number of acres of land tilled, 
including fallow, grass and rotative crop, pas­ 
ture or meadow, orchards, vineyards, wood­ 
land, forests, old fields and growing wood ; 
the value of the farm including land, fenc. s 
and buildings, farm improvements and ma­ 
chinery and live stock ; cost of building and 
repairing fences, and cost of fertilizers pur­ 
chased during 1879; amount paid for wages 
for labor in 1879, including housework; es­ 
timated value of all farm productions sold, 
consumed or on hand in 1879; acreage of 
grass lands, mown or not mown, hay. clover 
and grass seed; number of horses of all kinds; 
mules, asses and neat cattle, and their pro­ 
ducts, also sheep, swine and poultry on hand 
June 1st. 
Schedule No. 3 is for inmufactures. The 
Enumerator must ascertain the name of the 
corporation, company or individual doing a 
business of §500 per year ; name of the busi­ 
ness, manufacture or productions, capi­ 
tal invested in the business, average 
number of hands employed, hours of 
labor, wages paid, average day’s wages, 
number of months during the year in opera­ 
tion, value of material and products ; what 
power is used—whether water, steam or 
horsepower; if water, then the name of the 
river or stream and the number of feet fall; 
if steam, the number of engines and boilers 
in use. 
* 
The fourth schedule relates wholly to 
social statistics, but has recently been with­ 
drawn from the Enumerators. 
The mortality schedule, which is numbered 
4, must exhibit the names of persons who 
died in the census year, personal description, 
age on last birthday; sex, color—white, 
black, mulatto, Chinese or Indian; married, 
single, widow or divorced: cause of death, 
name of physician who attended deceased, 
and where the disease causing death was con­ 
tracted. 
There are seven special and other sched­ 
ules : First, for insane ; second, for idiots; 
third, for deaf mutes; fourth, for blind ; 
fifth, for homeless children ; sixth, for inhab­ 
itants in prison; seventh, for paupers and 
indigent persons in institutions. 
There are also twelve schedules of manu­ 
factures : First, for agricultural implements ; 
second, lor paper mills; third and fourth, 
boots, shoes and leather; fifth aud sixth, 
brick-yards, tile-works, lumber and saw­ 
mills ; seventh and eighth, Hour and grist­ 
mills, cheese and butter and condensed milk 
factories; ninth and tenth, slaughtering, 
meat-packing aud salt works; eleventh and 
twelfth, coal mines aud quarries. 
The Enumerators for Sacramento are re­ 
quired to complete their work within four­ 
teen days’ time. The Enumerators for the 
county begin tiieir work next Tuesday also. 
The Odd Fellows’ 1’icsic.—The annual 
picnic of the Lodges of Odd Fellows in Sac. 
ramento is to be held at Arcade Grove to­ 
morrow. The train leaves the new depot at 
8 A. M. Elsewhere will be found a schedule 
of places aud hours where baskets may be 
left to be conveyed to the cars free of 
charge. The Committee of Arrangements has 
made extensive preparations, and the belief 
is that the picnic will be in every way suc­ 
cessful.
